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10. (Currently Amended): A method of controlling mucus within a lung, comprising; 

selecting an airway for treatment; 

irradiating a length of the ai rway with a light source having a wavelength of about 
240 urn to about 280 am and an intensity which causes a change in eefts-ef the airway such 
that mucus secreti ons o f the ai rway are red need.
